Discussing alternatives to the pres­ 
ent system, the commission held that 
unconditional repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment would lead to conditions 
“quite aa bad as those we are seeking 
to escape.” 
Repeal of the Volstead art, It was 
held, "would amount to nullification of 
a constitutional provision." 
The commission declared that con­ 
gress in fixing the legal alcoholic eon 
tent for liquor went "much beyond the 
fact" but that to Increase thla to 2.75 
per cent would Increase enforcement 
difficulties even though "beer of this 
content may reasonably be pronounc­ 
ed not intoxicating.” 
“lf the beer made and sold Is not 
Intoxicating," the commission said. "ll 
is unlikely to prove a substltuf 
f ir 
intoxicating 
drink 
in 
com m unities 
where enforcement gives the most dif­ 
ficulty, while if It Is, th* re would be 
a p a lp a b le violation of the constitu­ 
tion.” 
Proposals for state option, or for 
allowing beverage liquor under th** ex­ 
emption of medicinal

would 
constitute nullification, It was held. 
R efusing to sign the majority re­ 
port of the commission. Monte M. Le 
mann, New Orleans attorney, advo­ 
cated outright repeal

“My conclusion Is that 
the

teenth amendment cannot be effective­ 
ly enforced without the active general 
support of public opinion and the law 
enforcement agencies of 
the 
states

I cannot find sufficient reason to be 
Have that It can be obtained," Lemann 
said. 
"I see no alternative but repeal 
of the amendment.” 
Opposing Anderson's proposals for 
sale of liquor by corporations limier 
government control, Lehmann saki the 
evils which would flow from any fed 
eral dispensary system would equal 
those encountered under the existing 
oituation. 
"If an experiment with government 
control Is to be undertaken, it appears 
lo me better that It should be under­ 
taken by individual states than by the 
federal government," Lemann added. 
"It seem s reasonably certain that any

For this 
reason, Lemann added Ills approval to 
the majority recommendation for ad 
dltlons to the prohibition enforcem ent 
staff. 
In a short separate opinion. Newton 
D. Baker, Cleveland, said he favored 
repeal of the 18th am endm ent and re 
submission of the entire liquor ques 
Hon to the states. 
“If, for practical reasons, immediate 
repenl be thought unattainable." 
he 
wrote, "a submission of the amend 
ment suggested In the report of th*' 
commission would test 
the 
present 
sentim ent of the country, and lf the 
nmeniiment wet** adopted, would ac­ 
complish the double purpose 
of 
re­ 
m oving an arbitrary 
and 
inflexible 
police regulation from the 
constitu­ 
tion, where it seem s to me it should 
never have been put, and of giving 
congress the power to adapt federal 
legislation on the subject, from time 
to time, to the realities of the situa­ 
tion as they develop." 
Baker said he had signed the com­ 
m ission’s report because it embodied 
a fair statement of the facts now ex­ 
isting and because, so long as the law 
remains unchanged, the recommenda­ 
tions for better enforcement could be 
carried out to ald the president.

Meanwhile, Judge Kenyon advocat­ 
ed a referendum on the question of 
repeal 
lie said a referendum could 
be had by proposing ann amendment 
repealing the 18th amendment. In this 
event, he added, congress should pro­ 
vide for ratification of the proposed 
amendment by state conventions, dele­ 
gates to be selected bv the people. 
In an exhaustive discussion of pro­ 
hibition history and enforcement, Ken­ 
yon reviewed the charges of graft, in­ 
com petent agents, political 
interfer­ 
ence and other obstacles to enforce­ 
ment. He concluded the law has not 
had a fair trial and said the reorgan­ 
ised prohibition unit under the justice 
department should be given tim e to 
show what it can do.

wise law-abiding persons. 
H ie effect 
on youth of the m aintaining of liquor 
in the homes and the effect on w ork­ 
ing people of the “conspicuously newly 
acquired wealth of 
their 
neighbors 
who have engaged in bootlegging’’ was 
described as “disquieting.” 
Discussing alternatives to the pres­ 
ent system, the commission held th a t 
unconditional repeal of the eighteenth 
am endm ent would lead to conditions 
“quite as bad as those we are seeking 
to escape.” 
Repeal of the Volstead aet, it. Was 
held, “would am ount to nullification of 
a constitutional provision.” 
The commission declared th a t con­ 
gress in fixing the legal alcoholic con­ 
tent for liquor w ent “much beyond the 
fac t” but that to increase this to 2.75 
per cent would increase enforcem ent 
difficulties even though "beer of this 
content may reasonably be pronounc­ 
ed not intoxicating.” 
“If the beer m ade and sold is not 
intoxicating,” the commission said, “it 
is unlikely to prove a substitute 
.or 
intoxicating 
drink 
in 
com munities 
w here enforcement gives the most dif­ 
ficulty, while if it is, there would be 
a palpable violation of the const itu 
tion.” 
Proposals for state option, or for 
allowing beverage liquor under the ex­ 
em ption of medicinal 
liquor 
would 
constitute nullification, it was held. 
Refusing to sign the m ajority re­ 
port of the commission, Monte M. Le 
m ann, New Orleans attorney, advo­ 
cated outright repeal 
of 
the 
eigh­ 
teenth am endment. 
“My conclusion is th a t 
the 
eigh­ 
teenth am endm ent cannot be effective­ 
ly enforced without the active general 
support of public opinion and the law 
enforcement agencies of 
the 
states 
and cities of the nation; that such 
support does not now exist; and that 
I cannot find sufficient reason to be­ 
lieve th a t it can be obtained,” Lem ann 
said. 
“I see no alternative but repeal 
of the am endm ent.” 
Opposing Anderson's proposals for 
sale of liquor by corporations under 
governm ent control, Lehm ann said the 
evils which would flow from any fed­ 
eral dispensary system would equal 
those encountered under the existing 
situation. 
“If an experiment with government 
control is to be undertaken, it appears 
to me better th at it should be u n d er­ 
taken by individual states than by the 
federal government,” L em ann added. 
“It seems reasonably certain that any 
attem pt to em bark on a paternalized 
perm it system would not succeed in 
this country, would open the door to 
considerable 
corruption, 
and 
would 
tran sfer the bootlegger from the rich 
m an to the poor m an In his field of 
operation." 
Lem ann said he was opposed to nul­ 
lification of the law and that so long 
as it remained on the statu te books it 
is the duty of congress to m ake every 
reasonable enforcement effort. For this 
reason, Lem ann added his approval to 
the m ajority recom m endation for ad­ 
ditions to the prohibition enforcem ent 
staff. 
In a short separate opinion, Newton 
D. Baker, Cleveland, said he favored 
repeal of the 18th am endm ent and re­ 
submission of the entire liquor ques­ 
tion to the states. 
“If, for practical reasons, imm ediate 
repeal be thought unattainable,” 
he 
wrote, “a submission of the am end­ 
m ent suggested in the report of the 
commission would test 
the 
present 
sentiment of the country, and if the 
am endm ent were adopted, would ac­ 
complish the double purpose 
of 
re­ 
moving an arb itrary 
and 
inflexible 
police regulation from the 
constitu­ 
tion, where it seems to me it should 
nevor have been put, and of giving 
congress tho power to ad ap t federal 
legislation on the subject, from time 
to time, to the realities of the situa­ 
tion as they develop.” 
B aker said he had signed the com­ 
mission's report because it embodied 
a fair statem ent of the facts now ex­ 
isting and because, so long as the law 
rem ains unchanged, the recom m enda­ 
tions for better enforcement could be 
cai t ied out to aid the president. 
Im m ediate 
change 
of 
the 
18th 
am endm ent was advocated by Miss 
Ada L. Comstock, president of R a d ­ 
cliffe College, only wom an on the com ­ 
mission, who saitl she favored repeal 
rath e r than state regulation of the 
liouor traffic. Miss Comstock sal ’ she 
has become convinced the present law 
cannot be enforced without the sup­ 
port of a much larger section of the 
population. 
F u rth e r trial of the 18th am end­ 
m ent was recommended in the separ­ 
ate opinion of Judge William I. Grubb, 
who said he did not believe any satis­ 
factory 
substitute 
had 
yet 
b e e n 
brought forward. 
The separate opinion by Judge Wil­ 
liam S. Kenyon recommended further 
trial of the existing prohibition law 
with ultim ate modification to permit 
liquor sales under the Anderson plan 
if the law is found eventually unen­ 
forceable. 
Meanwhile, Judge Kenyon advocat­ 
ed a referendum on the question of 
repeal. 
He said a referendum could 
be had by proposing nan am endm ent 
repealing the 18th am endm ent. In this 
event, he added, congress should pro­ 
vide for ratification of the proposed 
am endm ent by state conventions, dele­ 
gates to be selected by the people. 
In an exhaustive discussion of pro­ 
hibition history and enforcement, K en­ 
yon reviewed the chararas of graft, in­ 
com petent agents, political 
interfer­ 
ence and other obstacles to enforce­ 
ment. 
H e concluded the law has not 
had a fair trial and said the reorgan­ 
ized prohibition unit under the justice 
departm ent should be given time to 
show w hat it can do. 
Though opposed to 
the 
Anderson 
plan and favoring 
a 
further 
trial, 
Chairman W ickerham said he was 
willing to see submission of a propos­ 


ed am endm ent to repeal 
the 
18th 
am endm ent, to be considered by state 
conventions called for the purpose. 
“If the result were to support the 
eighteenth amendment., public 
opin­ 
ion would promote observance 
and 
sustain a reasonable, 
intelligent 
en­ 
forcem ent of the law such as would 
furnish a test of 
prohibition 
that. 
would conclusively dem onstrate whe­ 
ther or not it is practicable,” Wicker- 
sham said. 
“If the preponderating 
opinion should oppose prohibition, the 
v/ay would be opened to a revision of 
the am endm ent.” 
F ra n k J. Loesch, in 
his 
separate 
opinion, reached the conclusion 
that 
the eighteenth a m e n d m e n t was u n en ­ 
forceable and he favored imm ediate 
revision. 
The best solution, he thought, lay 
in the Anderson plan 
K enneth Mackintosh took the view 
th a t the federal gove rnm ent is handi­ 
capped by “too rigid a constitutional 
straight, jacket7 arid th a t if further 
enforcem ent effort is 
not 
promptly 
productive of improved conditions, the 
18th am endm ent should 
be 
revised 
into m ore flexible form. 
H e endorsed th*' Anderson / ' i n . 
Though 
endorsing 
the 
anderson 
plan conditionally, Judge Paul J. Mc­ 
Cormick said 
I m * 
favored a further 
trial first. 
D ean Roscoe Pound urged that an 
attem pt to revise the 18th am endm ent 
be undertaken with the view to in­ 
augurating some such 
control 
plan 
adapted to meet 
local conditions as 
that outlined by Anderson in his sep­ 
arate opinion.
